Florida Cittus Exchange 


One of the satisfying developments to the growers who 


have faith in the co-operative method of marketing has 
been the very substantial growth of the Florida Citrus 
Exchange. 


Five years ago the Florida Citrus Exchange, then 


seven years old, marketed nineteen per cent of the 
citrus crop of Florida. The preceding period marked the 
experimental stage of its development 


Last season the Florida Citrus Exchange handled 


slightly more than thirty-three per cent of the carload ship- 
ments from the state, according to governmental compila- 
tions of Florida's total citrus movement 


Fvrtker, the season marked a new epoch m the af- 


fairs of the growers' cooperative organisation from an- 
other standpoint—that of the acknowledged acceptance 
of the idea* and idealt on which it is founded by influ- 
ential factors m the citrus industry throughout the state, 


Polk Cotmty was the cradle of the co-operative move- 


ment in Florida. Naturally, Polk County has since been a 
bulwark for co-operation among the citrus growers. The 
Polk County crop last season fell short of that of the pre- 
vious year. Despite this, the Florida Citrus Exchange 
made a substantial gain in total shipments, because its vol- 
ume from territory outside of Polk County increased twen- 
ty-five per cent over that of the previous year. 


Polk County's loyalty to the co-operative movement 


has not flagged, but Polk County no longer enjoys a keener 
appreciation of the benefits of co-operative marketing than 
do other progressive sections of the citrus area. The East 
Coast, the West Coast and Central Florida now join hi loy- 
ally supporting the growers' own marketing organization, 
which returns directly to the producers the proceeds of the 
sale of their fruit, less only the actual cost of selling, with- 
out a dollar of profit deducted for speculative purposes. 


But for the organised effort of the growers who com- 


prise the membership of the Florida Citrus Exchange, last 
season would have spelled absolute disaster for the citrus 
producers of Florida. It is peculiarly fitting that the Ex- 
change should have been gwen the vote of confidence it re- 
ceived during that season in the form of the largest mem- 
bership and largest volume of total shipments in its ca- 
reer to date. The coming season wiQ see stitt further ex- 
pansion {n the membership of the Florida Citrus Ex- 
change, and incrtase in OK total wkane of shipments han- 
dled by it. 


That which is good endures. The Florida Citrus Ex- 


change is now approaching the time when its shipments 
will include more than half the citrus crop of Florida. Only 
an unwillingness to expand too fast, and indisposition to 
hazard efficient operation by suddenly assuming too great 
a burden, is postponing that time. Then will begin a new 
era in the business affairs and prosperity of the growers of 
citrus fruits in Florida. Growers who wish to hasten the 
coming of this desirable condition should at once take steps 
to become affiliated with the Florida Citrus Exchange.

Oyster Family Not Really Taken 


From Fameu« Bedi. 


It has been computed that six bar- 


rels of Blue Point oysters are ordered 
and eaten for every barrel taken from 
the Great South bay, In Suffolk coun- 
ty, New fork. About 10,000 acres In 
the bottom of Great South bay are un- 
der oyster cultivation, and Blue Points 
no* come from many other places 
•long the Atlantic coast Even those 
that are taken from the waters of 
Great South bay are not the Blue 
FdiDts which made that name famous 
considerably more than a century ago, 
but, are descendants of Virginia oys- 
ters, which were planted In' Great 
Booth bay many years ago, and which 
prtbably came from Chesapeake bay. 
Neiirly a century ago—that Is, about 
1838, oysters in the waters which 
were < the -home of Blue Points, be- 
cttte so, Mftrce and costly that they 
were, worth five cents apiece, which 
•w«* •* scandalous price for oysters at 
that time. Those old-fashioned Bine 
Points were not small oysters with 
comparatively smooth shells, but were 
«f 'giant size, more like those we call 
' Saddle Rocks or Tangier' "selects." 
iFinally the Blue Point oyster bottoms 
became barren. After this condition 
had prevailed for a number of years, 
it was determined to restore the Great 
South bay oyster Industry, and boat- 
loads of seed oysters were taken from 
eld Virginia and put overboard. Their 
descendants are there today, yet even 
they are able to furnish only a small 
proportion of the Blue Points that are 
ordered. 


THREE RINGS AROUND SATURN 


Fact 
Known to Astronomers, but 


Their Competition Hat Not Been 


Definitely Determined. 


The inner ring of the planet Sat- 


om, known to astronomers as the 
"crepe ring" because It Is much less 
brilliant than the others, has a thick- 
ness of 2,000 miles, while the other 
Hags are very much thinner, accord- 
Ing to observations made by Prof. 
•William H. Pickering of Harvard, at 
the Harvard astronomical station at 
Mandeville, Jamaica. 


The 
thickness of 
the 
rings 
of 


Saturn has long attracted the inter- 
est of astronomers. 
This planet Is 


surrounded by what appears through 
« small telescope to be a single flat 
ring of exceeding thinness. 
Through 


a larger telescope this is seen to be 
in reality three concentric rings. 


Every 16 years or so the earth 


passes through the plane of these 
rings, which are then in a position 
edgewise to the earth. 
So thin are 


they that for a while they disappear 
and cannot be seen until the earth 
moves out of their plane. 


Astronomers believe these rings to 


be composed of innumerable small 
meteors revolving In dense swarms 
about the middle portions of the 
planet. 


Professor 
Pickering is also en- 


gaged in studying the canals on the 
planet Mars, and Is searching for the 
•till undiscovered planet which is be- 
lieved to revolve around the sun far 
outside the orbit of Neptune, the out- 
ermost planet yet discovered in the 
solar system.

Perfidious Albion.

dious Albion) Is generally attributed 
to Napoleon, who undoubtedly used 
It though the Idea long antedated the 
great emperor. 
Thus Perlin In his 


"Description des Royaulmes d'Angle-

d'Ecosse" 
(1588), 
says: 


"One may say of the English that in 
war they are not strong, and In peace 
they are not faithful." 
The Spaniard 


says: "Angleterre bonne terre mala 
gsnte'^ (England, good country, bad 
ftople). On the other hand Francois 
Maxemilien Nisson, the noted French 
writer, who had lived among the Eng: 
lish many years while In exile, and 
knew the people well, says in his 
"Travels" (1719): "I cannot imagine 
what could occasion the notion that 
I have frequently observed in France 
that the English were treacherous. It 
Is certainly great Injustlcs to reckon 
treachery among the "ices familiar 
to the English." 


Parliamentary "Whips." 


The parliamentary origin of the 


term "Whip" goes back to 1768. 
In 


that year, according to Sir Courtenay 
Ubert (clerk of the British house of 
commons from 1902 to 1921), there 
was a great debate In the house on 
a petition 
against 
the return ot 


Colonel Luttrell for Westminster la 
place of John Wilkes, who had been 
expelled from the house by Its order. 
The government made strenuous ef- 
forts to bring together all their fol- 
lowers for the division, and Edmund 
Burke, referring scornfully to the 
manner In which men had been sum- 
moned posthaste even from the con- 
tJaent, likened the activity of th» 
ministers to the whlpping-ln of a pack 
of hounds. 
The phrase caught on. 


The treasury officials became "whlp» 
pers-ln," and, by rapid process of ab- 
breviation, whips.

KILL THE UNSIGHTLY WEEDS 


Mineral Oil* Will Do the Work Ef- 


fectively, or Common Salt May 


Be Employed. 


Almost all oils are destructive to 


vegetation, but the mineral oils are the 
only ones cheap enough for general 
use. Oils are usually applied at the 
rate of 300 to 400 gallons per acre. 


A high-powered spray pump is very 


desirable for this work. 


Common salt is a cheap and easily 


obtained chemical and its use for kill- 
ing weeds In sidewalks and gutters 
is well known. Salt is applied either 
dry or in solution. Dry salt is used 
at the rate of three to ten tons per 
acre, or a solution of three and a half 
pounds to the gallon is applied at the 
rate of 250 to 400 gallons per acre. 
There is no particular advantage In 
having the brine heated.

Florida Cittus Exchange 


One of the satisfying developments to the growers who 


have faith in the co-operative method of marketing has 
been the very substantial growth of the Florida Citrus 
Exchange. 


Five years ago the Florida Citrus Exchange, then 


seven years old, marketed nineteen per cent of the 
citrus crop of Florida. The preceding period marked the 
experimental stage of its development 


Last season the Florida Citrus Exchange handled 


slightly more than thirty-three per cent of the carload ship- 
ments from the state, according to governmental compila- 
tions of Florida's total citrus movement 


Further, the season marked a new epoch t» the af- 


/«r» of the grown1 cooperative organization from on- 
other standpoint—that of the acknowledged acceptance 
of the ideta and ideals on which U is founded by influ- 
ential factors in tht citrus industry throughout the state. 


Polk County was the cradle of the co-operative more- 


ment in Florida. Naturally, Polk County has since been a 
bulwark for co-operation among the citrus growers. The 
Polk County crop last season fell short of that of the pre- 
vious year. Despite this, the Florida Citrus Exchange 
made a substantial gain in total shipments, because its vol- 
ume from territory outside of Polk County increased twen- 
ty-five per cent over that of the previous year. 


Polk County's loyalty to the co-operative movement 


has not flagged, but Polk County no longer enjoys a keener 
appreciation of the benefits of co-operative marketing than 
do other progressive sections of the citrus area. The East 
Coast, the West Coast and Central Florida now join hi loy- 
ally supporting the growers' own marketing organization, 
which returns directly to the producers the proceeds of the 
sale of their fruit, less only the "actual cost of selling, with- 
out a dollar of profit deducted for speculative purposes. 


But for the organized effort of the growers who com- 


prise the membership of the Florida Citrus Exchange, last 
season would have spelled absolute disaster for the citrus 
producers of Florida. It is peculiarly fitting that the Ex- 
change should have been given the vote of confidence it re- 
ceived during that season in the form of the largest mem' 
bership and largest vobtme of total shipments in its ca- 
reer to date. The coming season will see stitt further ex- 
pansion in the membership of the Florida Citrus Ex- 
change, and increase in the totai vobane of shipments han- 
dled by U. 


That which is good endures. The Florida Citrus Ex- 


change is now approaching the time when its shipments 
will include more than half the citrus crop of Florida. Only 
an unwillingness to expand too fast, and indisposition to 
hazard efficient operation by suddenly assuming too great 
a burden, is postponing that time. Then will begin a new 
era in the business affairs and prosperity of the growers of 
citrus fruits in Florida. Growers who wish to hasten the 
coming of this desirable condition should at once take steps 
to become affiliated with the Florida Citrus Exchange.

Oyster Family Not Really Taken 


From Fameu« Bedi. 


It has been computed that six bar- 


rels of Blue Point oysters are ordered 
and eaten for every barrel taken from 
the Great South bay, In Suffolk coun- 
ty, New fork. About 10,000 acres In 
the bottom of Great South bay are un- 
der oyster cultivation, and Blue Points 
no* come from many other places 
•long the Atlantic coast Even those 
that are taken from the waters of 
Great South bay are not the Blue 
Fdints which made that name famous 
considerably more than a century ago, 
but, are descendants of Virginia oys- 
ters, which were planted In' Great 
Booth bay many years ago, and which 
prtbably came from Chesapeake bay. 
Neiirly a century ago—that Is, about 
1836, oysters in tie waters which 
were < the -home of Blue Points, be- 
came so, scarce and costly that they 
were, worth five cents apiece, which 
•w«* 'a scandalous price for oysters at 
that time. Those old-fashioned Bine 
Points were not small oysters with 
comparatively smooth shells, but were 
«f 'giant size, more like those we call 
' Saddle Rocks or Tangier' "selects.' 
iFinally the Blue Point oyster bottoms 
became barren. After this condition 
had prevailed for a number of years, 
it was determined to restore the Great 
Seuth bay oyster Industry, and boat- 
loads of seed oysters were taken from 
eld Virginia and put overboard. Their 
descendants are there today, yet even 
they are able to furnish only a small 
proportion of the Blue Points that are 
ordered. 


THREE RINGS AROUND SATURN 


Fact 
Known to 
Astronomers, 
but 


Their Competition Hat Not Been 


Definitely Determined. 


The inner ring of the planet Sat- 


om, known to astronomers as the 
"crepe ring" because It Is much less 
brilliant than the others, has a thick- 
ness of 2,000 miles, while the other 
Hags are very much thinner, accord- 
Ing to observations made by Prof. 
•William H. Pickering of Harvard, at 
the Harvard astronomical station at 
Mandeville, Jamaica. 


The 
thickness of the 
rings of 


Saturn has long attracted the inter- 
est of astronomers. 
This planet Is 


surrounded by what appears through 
« small telescope to be a single flat 
ring of exceeding thinness. 
Through 


a larger telescope this is seen to be 
in reality three concentric rings. 


Every 16 years or so the earth 


passes through the plane of these 
rings, which are then in a position 
edgewise to the earth. 
So thin are 


they that for a while they disappear 
and cannot be seen until the earth 
moves out of their plane. 


Astronomers believe these rings to 


be composed of innumerable small 
meteors revolving In dense swarms 
about the middle portions of the 
planet. 


Professor 
Pickering is also en- 


gaged in studying the canals on the 
planet Mars, and Is searching for the 
•till undiscovered planet which is be- 
lieved to revolve around the sun far 
outside the orbit of Neptune, the out- 
ermost planet yet discovered in the 
solar system.

Mineral Oils Will Do the Work Ef- 


fectively, or Common Salt May 


Be Employed. 


Almost all oils are destructive to 


vegetation, but the mineral oils are the 
only ones cheap enough for general 
use. Oils are usually applied at the 
rate of 300 to 400 gallons per acre. 


A high-powered spray pump is very 


desirable for this work. 


Common salt Is a cheap and easily 


obtained chemical and Its use for kill- 
ing weeds In sidewalks and gutters 
is well known. Salt is applied either 
dry or in solution. Dry salt is used 
at the rate uf three to ten tons per 
acre, or a solution of three and a hall 
pounds to the gallon is applied at the 
rate of 250 to 400 gallons per acre. 
There is no particular advantage in 
having the brine heated.

works can sometimes be obtained at 
small cost for weed killing. 
The 


most common waste chemicals are so- 
dium chloride, sodium sulphate, cal- 
cium chloride, waste acid, and waste 
•11.
